Torrential  Rains  Slash 
Blue  Ridge  Mountains 


ASHEVILLE,  N.C.,  (AP)  — 
Ton-ential  rains  Sunday  sent 
flood  waters  rushing  down  the 
Blue  Ridge  Mountains  in  North 
Carolina  and  Georgia.  One  man 
was  killed  in  one  of  several  land- 
slides: hundreds  of  persons  were 
evacuated  to  high  ground  and  at 
least  three  small  dams  and  sev- 
eral bridges  gave  way  to  the 
swirling  waters. 

The  mountain  area  affected 
forms  a triangle  of  the  three 
states.  The  area  has  received  in- 
termittent rains  for  a week,  but 
a steady  downpour  which  came 
Saturday  and  lasted  throughout 
the  night  sent  many  rivers  and 
streams  gushing  out  of  their 
banks. 

In  addition,  a small  tornado  was 
reported  to  have  struck  near 
Goldsboro,  across  the  state  in 
North  Carolina’s  coastal  plain 
region. 

To  add  to  the  troubles,  the 
weatherman  warned  that  Mon- 
day likely  would  bring  to  the 
mountains  more  rain,  this  caused 
by  Hurricane  Hilda. 

Some  of  the  flooding  is  report-

ed  to  be  the  w'orst  since  1916 
when  general  floods  inundated 
the  entire  area. 

One  of  the  hardest  hit  was  the 
small  town  of  Rosman,  which 
sits  on  the  banks  of  the  histoi'ic 
French  Broad  River  about  five 
miles  from  the  South  Carolina 
line  and  Pickens  County,  S.  C. 

Just  to  the  east  in  upper 
Greenville  County,  S.  C.,  15  peo- 
ple were  stranded  by  flood  wat- 
ers off  U.  S.  276.  They  were  re- 
moved by  officers. 

At  Dillard,  Ga.,  just  a few  miles 
from  the  South  Carolina  line,  mo- 
tel • operator  Jim  Dillard  said: 
“I’ve  lived  here  50  years  and  I’ve 
never  seen  anything  like  it.  There 
is  water  all  over  the  valley  and 
it’s  so  deep  that  it  has  complet- 
ely covered  some  road  construc- 
tion equipment  along  the  road- 
side.” 

The  Red  Cross  at  Atlanta  said 
it  was  rushing  rescue  workers 
into  the  mountains  of  western 
North  Carolina  and  Georgia. 

Two  dams  broke  on  private 
property  at  Scaly,  N.  C.,  near 
Highlands,  a fashionable  moun- 
tain retreat  near  the  Georgia  line. 

The  broken  dams  sent  head- 
waters of  Mud  Creek  rushing  to- 
ward the  Little  Tennessee  River 
where  a larger  dam  collapsed. 

Families  were  evacuated  from 
low-lying  areas  on  the  Little  Ten- 
nessee between  Dillard,  Ga.,  and 
Franklin,  N.  C.

General  Sessions  End 


“We  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  do  not 
have  the  attitude  of  ‘Holier  than 
thou’  toward  people  of  other 
faiths,  but  simply  a vindication  of 
what  we  believe.” 

President  Hugh  B.  Brown,  in 
the  closing  sessions  of  the  134th 
semi-annual  Conference  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  followed  the  theme 
of  “Revelation  and  Restoration” 
set  in  the  conference,  in  explain- 
ing the  decline  of  the  ancient 
church  and  the  need  for  a restor- 
ation. “Man  cannot  originate  for 
himself  a priesthood  with  which 
to  officiate.  Without  priesthood 
there  can  be  no  Church  of  Christ,” 
said  President  Brown. 

President  Brown  emphasized 
that  members  of  the  clergy  open- 
ly admit  to  an  apostasy  when 
they  say  that  we  cannot  expect 
to  find  the  Church  of  Christ  in 
pure  form  upon  the  earth.” 

“Many  things  contributed  to 
the  apostasy,”  he  said,  “including 
the  fact  that  the  love  of  many 
had  waxed  cold.  Christians  had 
no  more  love  of  Christ  than  many 
Pagans.”  He  said  that  we  have 
the  only  Church  on  earth  that 
will  answer  the  vital  questions 
of  origin,  destiny,  and  why  we 
re  here;  and  we  have  the  res- 
ponsibility of  declaring  to  the 
world  tl^at  Jesus  is  the  Christ. 

“Titanism  is  to  fight  against 
righteousness,”  declared  Sterling 
W.  Sill,  Assistant  to  the  Council 
of  the  T%velve.  He  said  that  Sa- 
tan is  as  he  is  because  of  his 
Titanism  against  God;  he  lost  his 
war  with  God  in  Heaven  and 
1 since  then  has  fought  against 


God.  He  added  And  his  fight  has 
reached  its  height  in  our  day.”  j 

Elder  Sill  stated  that  bars  in- 
stead of  altars  in  our  homes  is 
fighting  against  God.  He  quoted 
from  a poll  in  which  people  were 
asked  if  they  believed  in  God, 
where  95  per  cent  said  they  did, 
but  only  25  per  cent  of  the  85 
per  cent  strove  to  live  a religious 
life.  j 

‘Today  we  are  to  say  nothing , 
but  repentance  to  this  genera- 
tion,” Elder  Sill  said.  “The  cross 
is  too  late  for  repentance.  It 
takes  time  to  reform  and  make 
restitution.” 

He  said  we  should  use  the  term 
“prepentance,”  which  takes  place 
before  the  act  is  done,  because  it 
destroys  sin  before  it  in  indulged. 
It  is  the  highest  law  of  God. 
Jesus  led  with  the  example  of 
“prepentance.” 

Marion  D.  Hanks,  of  the  Seven 
Presidents  of  the  Seventies,  told 
the  listening  audience  that  our 
ulated  sins  and  memories,”  as 
well  as  those  who  dig  gold  out  of 
the  dirt,”  referring  to  those  who 
use  the  mass  media  to  spread 
their  corruption;  and  those  in  the 
scientific  fields  who  say  it’s  all 
right  to  do  it  “because  so  many 
others  do.” 

Boyd  K.  Packer,  Assistant  to 
the  Twelve,  challenged  the  youth 
not  to  repudiate  their  testimony 
because  they  don’t  know  how  to 
frame  into  words  what  is  in  the 
heart.

The  3rd  bell  of  the  day  calls 
for  lunch.  At  5:30  p.m.  dinner  is 
announced  by  a 4th  bell.  Studies 
begin  with  a 5th  bell  at  7 p.m. 


Each  day  is  ended  with  a 6th 
roll  call  and  prayer. 

In  order  to  teach  students  1 
its  of  cleanliness  and  order,  t 
are  required  to  “perform  ti 
domestic  duties  as  necessary 
she  corplort  of  their  fellow 
dents  as  assigned.” 

They  are  also  required  to

King  Constantine  and  Queen 
Anne-Marie  interrupted  their 
honeymoon  Sunday  and  rushed  to 
Athens  where  Queen  Mother 
Freberika  was  under  attack  by  a 
-sneo  XiqaSan®  JOJ  aouud  ibXoj 
ing  trouble  in  the  family. 

Prince  Peter,  Constantine’s  sec- 
ond cousin  and  next  in  line  after 
Crown  Princess  Irene  for  the 
Greek  Throne,  charged  that  Fred- 
erika  had  caused  dissension  in 
the  royal  family  for  the  past  17 
years. 

King  Constantine  immediately 
conferred  with  Premier  George 
Papandreou  for  90  minutes.  A 
palace  source  said  Constantine 
and  Anne-Marie  would  likely  re- 
sume their  honeymoon  Monday 
or  Tuesday.  They  were  married  in 
Athens  Sept.  18  and  were  not  ex- 
pected back  for  one  month. 

Prince  Peter  had  told  a news 
conference  he  Avanted  to  talk  to 
the  monarch  before  possibly  re- 
vealing what  his  difficulties  with 
Frederika  have  been.  He  would 
use  the  opportunity  offered  by 
Constantine’s  premature  return  to 
seek  an  understanding  in  the 
troubles  between  himself  and  the 
Queen  Mother. 

Prince  Peter  also  cast  doubt  on 
Irene’s  right  to  succeed-  Constan- 
tine, her  brother,  on  the  throne. 


After  Arrest 

PHILADELPHIA,  MISS.  (AP) 
-Neshoba  County’s  chief  law  of- 
ficers— free  on  bonds  on  federal 
charges  of  violating  the  civil 
rights  of  Negroes— resumed  pat- 
rolling Sunday  of  this  east  Cen- 
tral Mississippi  County. 

SHERIFF  iJiURENCE  Rainey 
and  Deputy  Cecil  Price,  along 
with  two  city  policeman  and  a 
fomer  Neshoba  deputy,  were  ar- 
rested by  federal  agents  Satur- 
day on  two  charges  of  violation 
of  the  1948  Civil  Rights  Code. 

The  Justice  Department,  mean- 
while, announced  more  arrests  in 
the  area  were  imminent.  A de- 
partment spokesman  declined  to 
elaborate,  but  indicated  possibly  a 
dozen  arrests  could  follow. 

Also  arrested  Saturday  were 
former  Neshoba  Deputy  Ethel 
Glen  Barnett,  42;  Neal  Otha 
Burke,  71;  and  Richard  Andrew 
Willis,  both  Philadelphia  police- 
men. 

AN  INDICTMENT  by  a federal 
grand  jury  charged  the  officers 
deprived  Negroes  of  their  rights 
under  the  U.S.  Constitution. 

The  FBI  said  the  indictment 
provides  a maximum  penalty  of 
one  year  imprisonment  and,  or  a 
$1,000  fine. 

A second  indictment  charged 
Rainey  and  Price  beat  a Negro  in 
the  Philadelphia  Jail  Jan,  26,  1964. 

NEITHER  RAINEY  nor  Price ' 
would  comment  on  the  arrte.sts 
when  they  were  driven  up  to  the 
Federal  Building  in  Meridian  to 
be  charged.  Both  waved  to  friends 
among  the  some  200  persons  who 
had  gathered. 

Rainey  and  Price  were  released 
on  $2,000  bonds*  and  the  others 
went  free  on  $1,(X)0  bonds. 

The  indictments  were  handed 
down  by  a grand  jury  at  Biloxi 
which  considered  the  cases  of 
the  three  civil  rights  workers 
whose  bodies  were  found  near 
Philadelphia.

New  Helps 


A recent  addition  to  the  BYU 
campus  is  the  new  Biological 


Sciences  Laboratory,  located  at 
the  corner  of  800  N.  500  E. 

SO  NEW  THAT  some  of  the 
plumbing  isn't  completed,  the  lab- 
oratory contains  all  new  equip- 
ment. Dean  Rudger  H.  Walker  of 
the  College  of  Biological  and 
Agricultural  Sciences  said  he  ex- 
pects the  facility  to  be  completed 
by  October  1st. 

The  building  contains  five 
smaller  laboratories  and  several 
faculty  offices.  Two  of  the  small- 
er labs  are  assigned  to  Botany 
101  and  are  used  by  890  students 
every  week. 

THE  REMAINING  three  rooms 
ar^  used  by  Zoology  105  and  ac- 
comodate 1,725  students  per  week. 

The  new  structure,  which  con- 
tains 6,624  square  feet,  will  al- 
leviate major  shortage  of  space, 
according  to  Dean  Walker.  He 
stated  that  in  Botany  and  Zoology 
classes  alone,  there  are  15  percent 
more  students  in  need  of  labora- 
tory facilities  this  year  than  a 
year  ago. 


BYU’s  Audio-Visual  Communi- 
cations dept.,  located  in  the  form- 
er Clark  Student  Service  Center, 
has  the  largest  film  library  west 
of  the  Mississippi  River,  and  third 
largest  in  the  U.S. 

THESE  FILMS  are  sent  out  all 
over  the  U.S.  and  to  foreign  coun- 
tries. Church  films  are  produced 
by  the  BYU  Motion  Picture 
Studio,  then  sold  by  the  AVC  de- 
partment. The  AVC  also  makes 
filmstrips,  mostly  the  type  that 
involves  art  work. 

■ There  are  four  full-time  artists 
working  for  AVC  with  student 
employees  to  produce  films, 
charts  and  other  visual  aids. 

MANY  TEACHING  aids  can  be 
made  available  to  faculty  mem- 
bers, but  Maughan  Lee,  director 
for  media  development  and  mark- 
eting, says  that  because  many 
teachers  don’t  know  exactly  what 
they  want,  they  may  not  use  any 
visual  aids  at  all. 

A new  aid  this  year  is  a faculty 
workshop,  designed  principally 
for  departments  whose  budgets 
do  not  allow  for  expensive  vis. 
ual  aids.  In  this  workshop  faculty 
members  may  work  on  a do-it- 
yourself  basis,  using  equipment 
and  materials  there  to  make  the 
visual  aids  they  desire. 

An  instructor  is  available  in 
this  area  to  help  faculty  members. 

BESIDES  THE  many  visual 
aids  offered  by  AVC,  they  pro- 
duce records  and  tapes  for  the 
general  public.  Tapes  of  all  gen- 
eral conferences  and  devotional 
assemblies  are  available  for  the 
past  15  or  16  years.  Even  tape 
recordings  of  the  BYU-New  Mex- 
ico game  will  be  available. 

The  AVC  is  a non-academic  de- 
partment of  the  College  of  Com- 
munications.

Nor  did  the  fans  ever  give  up.  The  earth  shak- 
ing cheers  sent  up  by  the  record  Utah  crowd  led 
Pete  McDavid,  athletic  director  at  the  University 
of  New  Mexico,  to  wonder  aloud  what  it  might 
have  been  like  had  the  Cougars  won  . . . “Why  I 
don’t  believe  they’d  ever  have  gone  home!”  he 
guessed. 

Plenty  Of  Color  And  More 

If,  however,  the  score  wasn’t  exactly  as  all  might 
have  wished  there  was  plenty  of  other  color  to  main- 
tain the  interest. 

Dick  Krenzer,  carrying  the  torch  on  the  final 
stretch  from  Salt  Lake  City,  entered  the  stadium 
precisely  on  cue  to  hand  the  torch  to  former  president 
of  the  University,  Dr.  Eraest  L.  Wilkinson,  to  light 
an  eternal  flame  at  the  north  end  of  the  stadium  in  the 
stone  “Y”  erected  there  last  week.  Word  has  it  that 
the  cross-country  team  arrived  in  Orem  with  the  flame 
over  one-hour  aliead  of  schedule  and  was  then  delayed 
to  make  the  entry  on  cue. 

Cosmo,  supposed  to  have  parachuted  into  the  sta- 
dium, may  not  have  been  able  to  find  his  target  as  he 
didn’t  make  his  appearance  until  midway  through  the 
first  half,  and  then  his  chute  was  filled  with  branches. 
3000  Bandsmen  Play  Tribute  To  A Great  Man 

The  halftime  show,  under  the  direction  of 
Richard  Ballou  and  Grant  Elkington,  was  without 
any  doubt  the  greatest  in  BYU  histoiy.  The  field 
exploded  into  a blaze  of  color  as  22  high  school 
'bands  joined  the  Cougar  Marching  Band  in  the 
fifth  anual  Utah  County  Band  Day. 

The  climax  of  the  evening  had  to  be  the 
3,000  bandsmen  playing  “Flow  Gently,  Sweet 
Afton,”  President  David  0.  McKay’s  favorite  num- 
ber. while  spelling  out  his  name  on  the  gridiron. 
What  a tribute  to  the  man!  The  entire  show  was 
televised,  closed-circuit  to  President  McKay’s  suite 
in  the  Hotel  Utah. 

Crowds  Remain  For  Postgame  Show 

The  final  gun  did  not  end  the  celebration.  Most 
of  the  record  crowd  remained  in  their  seats  as  the 
famed  folk  dancers  performed  on  the  field  several 
times  bringing  spontaneous  bursts  of  applause  from 
the  audience. 

Then  came  the  fireworks,  meant  to  have  been  a 
victory  celebration,  to  give  the  new  BYU  stadium  its 
bath  of  fire. 

No  Longer  A Doormat 

The  stadium  itself  is,  of  course  a monument  to 
the  people  who  dreamed  their  dream  and  then  made 
it  become. a reality.  The  facility  which  has  been  con- 
structed on  the  BYU  campus  needs  apologize  to  no 
one  and-  will  stand  up  with  the  finest  in  the  inter- 
mountain area. 

And  the  team,  now  itself  in  a reconstruction 
period,  will  ^on  reach  a maturity  not  known  at 
BYU  in  many  years  and  will  cease  to  be  a doormat 
for  its  opponents.  It  will  then  usher  in  an  era  of 
football  greatness  long  awaited  by  Cougar  fans.
